District 
Atiorney Darnel) appeered ior the prosecu- 
tion and J. J. Abrams for the defense. Owing 
to the sickness of Mr. Abrams, and the fuet 
that the defense had had no time to prepare tts 
eas¢, the hearing was postponed until this 
morning. The captain was held in $1,000 bail 
and the witnesses for the government in $200 
each. The case, together with legal develop- 
ments which have transpired since the M. B., 
Millen reached Savannah on Monday, i3 
vether an unusual one. The parties tell a 
widely differing story. Willis sharges that he 
shipped from New York,but fiot un- 
der shipping articles, as steward, and 
aiter the vessel got to sea the cap- 
tain tried to feree him to sign the articles. 
Hie refused, as he intended remaining in Sa- 
vepnah. He says he was badly treated dur- 
ing the entire voyage. Among other things 
he was beaten, ti-d to the deck, put in irons 
and lowered into and hoisted ontof the hold 
by arope. The captain says that he found 
the negro impudent, and that he used profau 
ity inthe presence of his wife.

THE ELBERTON OUTRAGE. 

We have received a communication from a 
correspondent in Elberton, in which the let- 
ter from that place recently printed in the 
Milwaukee Sentinel is characterized as “slan- 
cerous and outrageous,’ and an indignant 
denial made, the denial being indorsed by 
the best citizens. The facts, as given in the 
communication, are as follows, and we give 
them in this shape so that cur Milwaukee 
coniemporary may, if it shall feel so disposed, 
present them to its readers, so that even- 
handed justice may be done in the premises: 

Our hs ecgpmegants Mr. H. A. Reebuck, 
states on the morning of the election, a 
begro without apparent provocation, struck 
Mr. W. H. Clark, a respectable and quiet cit- 
izen. Two or three of Mr. Clark’s sons, who 
were standing near, madean effort to arrest 
the negro. The latter ran and the boys ran 
afterhim. Atthat time, there was a large 
body of negroes around the polls, and they at 
once began to throw rocks and brick-bats at 
the young men who were trying to arrest the 
negro. Thereupon the police force interfered 
and at once putan end to the difficulty, ar- 
resting blacks and whites indiscriminately. 
All parties were carried before the proper 
authorities, all entered a plea of guilty and

Tbe lady who wrote the letter printed in 
the Milwankee Sentinel says her house was 
“rocked.” Our correspondent is of the opin- 
ion that the whole town was rocked until the 
authorities arrested the whites and negroes 
that were engaged in throwing stones and 
bricks. As to the “few discharges of govern- 
ment guns” that scattered the democrats, our 
correspondent, speaking for the citizens of 
Eiberton, says; “We will do the correspend- 
ent’s family the justice to say that, so far as 
we know, noue of those who were living in 
the house bave been in the government ser- 
vice for some time, and we do not think there 
were aby government shooting-irons within. 
Certain it is, if there were any volleys fired 
from the house, only the inmates of the d well- 
ng heard them.”’ 

Our correspondent further says that there 
were no lights or lanterns displayed in the 
neighborhood of the lady’s house on the night 
of election, except the lights that shone from 
the peaceful and quiet dwellings adjacent. 
But the night afterwards, when the people of 
Elberton learned that Cleveland had been 
elected, they celebrated the event.

UNDER DEMOCRATIC 
RULE. 

In response to a request from the editor of 
the New York Commercial-Advertiser, who 
was astropg Blaine man during the recent 
campaign, General John B. Gordon has writ- 
ten a letter relative tothe policy of the south, 
and to the substantial progress made by the 
pegro under democratic rule. The letter is 
ab admirably conceived one, and gives apt 
and timely expression to facts that must have 
weight with people who think. 

As to the tears expressed by the republi- 
cans of the north with respect to the confed- 
erate debt, General Gordon points out that 
they should read the constitution of the 
United States. The democratic party has 
never made itself famous for tampering with 
the organic law of the land, and even if there 
were no other barrier in the way the Consti- 
tution would prevent any attempt to revive 
and settle the confederate debt, or to obtain 
compensation for the loss of slaves. 

As to the condition of the negroes, General 
Gordon says: ‘‘Since the emancipation of the 
white race of the south from the govern- 
ments which for several years after the war 
robbed and oppressed our people, they (the 
white democrats) have furnished the execu- 
tives, the great body of legislators, the judges 
of the courts, the sheriffs, the justices of the 
peace, indeed al! the officers of the law and 
nearly all of the political powers of the 
states, Under these conditions, peace and 
concord and mutual confidence have 
grown up between the races, have growa 
stronger year by year; and the blacks have 
become contented, prosperous and happy. 
Whoever denies this statement either will- 
fully misrepresents the facts which are pat- 
ent to all who have visited our state, or else 
is in ignorance of the facts. He is assuming 
a responsibility which no honest and honora- 
ble man ought to assume, 

“But let us come to statistical records. I 
bave not before me the data which will ena- 
ble me to give in this hurried article the exact 
amount of property accumulated by the col- 
ored race in Georgia under democratic rule. 
I however state here as a fact, and hold my- 
self responsibje for furnishing the proof, that 
since Georgia passed to the control of whites, 
the colored people have accumulated and 
own in their individual right millionso 
property real and persona'. Th-y are pro 
plietors of ferms, of plantations, of city prop 
erty and of comfortable and happy homes 
[ do not believe that a parallel ‘to the prog 
perity which, under democratic rule 
bes been attained by tbs liberated slave pop 
ulation can be found in any other libera:ed 
race in the world’s history.”’ 

Brother Blaine had something bitter to say 
about the low wages paid to the negro labor- 
ers. (General Gordon takes up this question 
ard disposes of it very effectually. “itis not 
true,’ he says, “that the wages paid by 
southern whites te colored laborers are dis- 
yroportionaiely low. The precise reverse is 
true, as the statistical records, as to the ac- 
cumulations made by that race, show. 
Should the whites desire to compass so 
unjust an end towards the blacks, it 
would be simply impossible of attainment. 
Competition, the abundance of lands held for 
rental to negroes, the excess of Jand over the 
supply of Jabor, all forbid it. The facts are 
these, and I challenge investigation and suc- 
cessfuJ contradiction: In proportion to their 
‘btelligence and capacity, and the character 
of the labor performed, the southern negrovis 
the best paid laborer in thiscountry. His 
wages in money are less than those earned by 
intelligent laborers in northern cities and 
factories. But the northern laborer pays out 
for food, for house rent, for fuel, all or nearly 
all be receives in wages. To the southern 
negro on the plantation all these are free, 
and he is the most independent, best paid 
laborer of equal intelligence in the United 
States. He has his bouse free, his food or 
rations free or provided by his landlord, his 
fuel free, his garden for potatoes, beans and 
vegetables free, his cow and his chickens are 
quartered on the plantation free. Add to 
this his pay in money, generally about $10 
per month, which is net, and can be laid 
aside, if he will, for investment, and tell me 
where such laborers have such comforts and 
chances of accumulation,”’

YDITOR LABOUCHERE, of the London Truth, re- 
cently raised quite a brecze in the house 01 com- 
mons by offering a resolution for the abrogation of 
the lords. It wasalla joke, of course, but the 
resolution received a respectable number of votes. 
The English people are beginning to ask whether 
the commons has the right to abolish the lords. 
The upper house is older than the eommons, and 
is the highest judicial court of the land. So long 
eas royalty exists it would seem that 
the lords must remain. Before the 
Cromvellian commonwealth was organized .the 
commons abolished the lords and caused Charles 
to be beheaded. When the monarchy was restored 
the public hangman burned the acts of the old

Considerable surprise and general regret will be 
occasioned by the announcement that Rey. A. G. 
Hayzood, D D., bas resigned the position of pres- 
ident of Emory college. His resignation was sent 
to the board of trustees night before last, and at 
the earnest solicitation of Dr. Haygood, was accep- 
ted. This fact was announcedjto the north Georgia 
conference yesterday morning. Dr. Haygood has 
been elected to succeed Bishop Pierce as president 
oi the beard of trustees of Emory college. He will 
also be emeritus professor of the evidences of 
Christianity. The great work which the doctor 
bas done forthe collegeis well known, and its 
friends wflfbe gratified to learn that he ls still to be 


identified with it. His devotion to the college was 
«xpressed when he was asked at the last general 
conicm pee of hischurch if he won!ld move his 
place of residence if he were ‘elected bishop. He 
replied: “When I moved to Oxford [ boughta lot 
jn the cemetery,”’ During the eight years of his 
presidency the institution has growa tato its 


present streng and healthy prosperity. The 
superb pi'ts of Mr. George Il. Seney 
bave’ placed it on a firm financial footiag 


ape during the past year $25,000 had been donated 
hy one and $3,000 by another generons gentlemat 
for the use of the college. Dr. Haygood leaves a 
lasting monument in his work at Oxiord.

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SELLING THE STATE ROAD, 


What Major Campbell Wallace Says of the 
Proposition, 


The bill introduced by Mr. McLendon, of 
Thomas, to provide for the sale of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad at a minimum price of 
six millions of dollars, is now before acommit- 
tee of the house. It has been discussed con- 


siderably already, as it refers 
to & matter of such great 
im portance. Yesterday a representative 


of Tue Consritutiox called on Major Campbell 
Wallace, ot the railroad commission, who is 
rec: gnized as one of the most reliable authori- 
ties in the south on all that pertains to the 
eclence or practice of railroads. He was 
asked what he thought of the proposition to 
se]} the State road. Major Wallace replied: 
“T have no hesitancy in saying that I think 
the sale of the road most advisable.” 

‘‘Would you mind giving some of the rea- 
eons why you favour the sale?”’ 

“Certainly pot. In the first place, I do not 
think that the state ought to own any proper, 
ty except such as it actually needs in opera- 
ting the machinery of the government. Iam 
glad to see that Mr. Abbott, of Fulton, has in- 
troduced a bill to sell some railroad and tele- 
graph stock belopging to the state. The own- 
crsbip of such @ epecies of property as a rail- 
YOud Is e&} pecially objectionable. ] think the 
road cen be disposed of advantageously now, 
and Ihope te see itdone. We would get at 
least six millions for the road. That amount 
would cicer away the bulk of our state debt. 
Georgia holds a proud position now 
mong the states and her securities are as gwd 


i 

asthe best. But we raise Georgia higher still 
by psyipg of this debt, and, while we add to 
ber hovor, lighten the burden of taxation on 
the people. It is said that some opposition 
may be made tothe sale of the road by those 
who are pleased that the $500,090 yearly 
rental of the road goes to the school fund. 
There is nothing in such an objection, es you 
can readily see. If we pay off the state debt 
we can plac ea school tax so light that it will 


not be fc]t, but which will raise afar greater 
revenue than we get from the rental! of this 
road. The sale of the road would be an advan- 
lage to the seboo] syste eg 

}o you think now is -the time to sell the 
road ?”’ 

“The best time possible. I advocated its 
sale when the constitutional convention was 
considering the question. It could have been 
soid then for more than it will bring now. It 
can be told for more now than it will bring at 
the expiration of the lease. Since the con- 
ttitutioual convention a powerful competitor 
hos been built, and it now divides the busiuess 
with the State read. You may rely on it that 
this competitor wil] continue, and will be kept 
up tea high standard. Now is the time to 
aispose of the road, subject to the lease, of 
ecurse. It will take away all the possibility 
of a squabble over a settiement when the 
ieseees Come toturn the road back into the 
hands of the state atthe expiration of the

“They sre excellent. There would surely be 
a lively competition forit. The lessees have 
some advantages over anybody else in the 
kiowledge of the earnipg capacity, and the 
condition of the. road. They mig ht contend 
for it. It is said that a 
large majority of the shares 
in the lease are controlled by the Louisville 
and Nashville, to which system the road 
would be a most desirable addition, But the 
liveliest com petition, | apprehend, would come 
between two other parties, I refer to the Est 
Tennessee, Vv ginia and Georgia and the Cin- 
cinvati Seuthern. The former would want the

tbat the road could be made to -pay the price 
paid for its lease but he was willing to pay it 
io “stifle competition.” The fact that this 
great system already competes with the State 
rosd would spur it to lively effort rather than 
deter it from the com prtition. 

“The importance of the State road to Cincin- 
nati cannot well be overstated. That city 
built the Soutbern at 2 cost of twenty millions 
to reach the country to which this road is the 
key. It has leased the Southern to the Er- 
Jangers, and it now misses the best business 
Cincinnati could get, ard shoots by Chatta- 
nooga awey down toward Texas. The South- 
err is not paying Cincinnati as it is operated 
vnder this lease, and her people appreciate 


tbis jact. The point they waut 
10 reach is Atlanta, aud 
with the control of the 


State read Cincinnati could secure almost be- 
yond the reach of tompetition the great trade 
of which thisis the central point. Cincinnati 
sppreciates the value of the State road aad 
will pot let it it pass into other hands without 
a struggle. If it is offered for sale in the next 
six months you will see Cincinnati breaking 
Jocse from al] complications and bidding for 
it in esrpest. Avother possible factor in this 
cupbection is @ combination of railroad iater- 
ests centering in Atlanta to purchase the road. 
Aguinst such a possibility ithas been urged 
thst it would concentrates power and 
promote a railroad monopoly in_ the 
stete. There is no danger of that so 
lone as the state preserves her ypresent 
power for securing to the citizens uniform aad 
reguiar rates within her borders. No railroad 
ecmbipation can affect the people iajuricusly 
so long a8 these powers are left free to restrain 
it to legitimate operations.” 

Major Wallace declared that he 
thovght the sale of the State 
road one of the most important questions of 
the day for Georgia, and said he hoped to see 
the present Jeguwlature take such action as 
mn bring about the speedy disposition of 
the road. The bill will probably be ably dis- 
cussed before the finance committee and atter- 
wards before the house.
